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Bus changes set 
to hit villages 


MAJOR changes are being 
made to bus services which 
could leave many villagers 
relying on transport that must 
be booked a week in advance. 

The changes come into effect 
at the end of the month and will 
mean more direct services 
between towns, but introduce 
Demand Responsive Transport 
between Haverhill, Newmarket 
and Bury St Edmunds. 

Local councils were told in March by 
Suffolk County Council’s senior network 
planner, Andrew Gee, that a large 
number of sponsored bus services 
would be reaching their five year 
anniversary at the end of August. 

The services between Haverhill and 
Bury St Edmunds will be revised, with a 
new timetable, providing additional 
buses earlier in the morning and later in 
the day. More buses will serve Bury St 
Edmunds railway station and most will 
additionally serve West Suffolk Hospital. 
Many journeys will be more direct, 
following the A143 for much of the 
journey. 

Some villages will no longer be served 
by these routes, including Barnardiston, 
Brockley Green, Hundon, Stradishall, 
Denston, Ashfield Green and Depden 
Green. An existing service between 
Haverhill and Newmarket, will be 
withdrawn, although the villages of 
Moulton, Gazeley and Dalham will 
continue to be served by other routes. 
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A new service will connect Haverhill, 
Clare and Wickhambrook, also serving 
Barnardiston, Hundon and Stradishall, 
providing connections on certain 
journeys for onward travel to Bury St 
Edmunds and with ‘Suffolk Links’ for 
travel towards Newmarket and to other 
villages within the area. 

The new ‘Suffolk Links’ service covers 
a 12-hour period, between 7am to 7pm 
on Mondays to Saturdays, and prices will 
be similar to bus fares. Concessionary 
passes and ‘Explore’ cards for younger 
people will be valid, just as they would 
on a normal bus route, and expanding 
on the present journey and destination 
possibilities. The service needs to be 
requested in advance, currently between 
seven days and up to 5pm the day 
before. It is planned to reduce this to two 
hours minimum notice. 

Communities covered include 
Hargrave, Ousden, Depden, Ashfield 
Green, Lidgate, Cowlinge, Wick¬ 
hambrook, Denston, Stradishall, 
Barnardiston, Withersfield, the Wratt- 
ings, Thurlows and Bradleys. 

Gordon Mussett, Haverhill town clerk, 
said: “We were consulted (as were the 
villages) on the principle, and agreed, as 
it means faster trips to Bury. This is the 
first time we’ve seen the detail, which in 
some places (the 236 on a Saturday has a 
50 minute wait in Clare on a journey 
from Sudbury to Haverhill, for example) 
seems odd.”

Query on housing 
for research park 


PRESSURE is mounting on a 
council to spell out exact details of 
the number of homes it would be 
prepared to allow in a new science 
park scheme at Hanchett End. 

Following last week’s publication of a 
report into the financial viability of 
Hanchett Research Park, a number of 
leading businesses have raised concerns 
over St Edmundsbury Borough Council’s 
draft concept statement for the land. 

The independent report, commissioned 
by Choose Suffolk, backs calls made by the 
park’s developers for council planners to 
be more specific regarding areas of 
“higher value” uses. 

Haverhill Chamber of Commerce, Suff¬ 
olk Chamber of Commerce and Haverhill 
Enterprise have raised doubts over the 
viability of developing the site in the form 
set out by the council. 

In a letter sent to council officers, 
Haverhill Enterprise said: “We support the 
view that the concept statement should be 
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changed to allow approximately one-third 
of the site to be developed for higher 
value, non-research park uses, in order to 
make the development of the whole site 
viable.” 

Nic Rumsey, director of Carisbrooke 
Investments, which is behind the park 
scheme, said: “We are extremely pleased 
that the views that we have presented over 
the current draft concept statement have 
been recognised and supported by those 
from the local business community. 

“We are also heartened by the support 
that has been received for our vision from 
those within the education sector. 

“I am grateful to those who have taken 
the time to make their views known on 
this key site which, if moved forward 
appropriately, could deliver enormous 
benefit to the town.” 

University Campus Suffolk and West 


Suffolk College have both backed the 
vision of the Hanchett Research Park, 
which would be built on a 30-acre site at 
the entrance to Haverhill, from the Cam¬ 
bridge direction. 

Martyn Wagner, college vice principal 
said: “It is an exciting development for 
Haverhill, both in terms of broadening 
and increasing employment opportunities 
as well as bringing additional commerce 
for existing local businesses. 

“It will be very challenging to attract 
public sector finance in the current 
climate, so creative solutions will need to 
be found and possibly some flexibility 
exercised in order to realise this as part of 
the vision for Haverhill. 

“Nic is intent on making the project 
work for Haverhill and deserves whole¬ 
hearted support from all with an interest 
in the town’s prosperity.” 

The consultation on the draft concept 
statement closed last week.

“We have delivered the cinema 
and major improvements to the 
leisure centre, but this com¬ 
munity project has been the 
longest in the making and I hope, 
in its legacy.

Pensioners 
beaten by 
masked gang 

A GREAT-GRANDMOTHER fears balaclava- 
clad raiders, who beat her and her husband 
in their home, will kill someone unless they 
are caught. 

Emma Parker, 62, and her husband Eli, 66, 
were attacked as they sat watching television 
after five men burst into their home and 
demanded cash. They got away with cash, 
jewellery, passports, birth certificates and 
other documents. 

The attack was witnessed by the couple’s 
teenage grandson Levi at around 9.40pm last 
Tuesday. 

Mr Parker was taken to Colchester 
Hospital after the raid on the couple’s 
bungalow at Chapel Road, Ridgewell, and his 
wife believes he was lucky to keep his 
eyesight. He was struck between the eyes 
with a piece of wood which had a nail in it. 

Mrs Parker said: “He is still bruised and 
battered, but he is better than he was. They 
hit us both with my laptop. 

“He was within a fraction of being blinded. 
I just don’t know what the world is coming 
to. If they had not found anything they 
would have gone on hitting us. You just don’t 
know what they are going to do to the next 
people, they have got to be caught or they 
could kill someone.” 

Essex police dog handlers searched the 
area and believe the men may have escaped 
in a car parked at nearby Meeting Lane. 

Detectives are asking anyone in the 
Ridgewell area who saw any suspicious 
activity between 9 and 10pm that night to 
contact them on 0300 333 4444 or ring 
Crimestoppers on0800 555 111.

Tenant seeks legal advice over 
new crack house closure order 


A CRACK HOUSE closure order has 
been imposed on a house in 
Haverhill with a hearing due on 
Tuesday to decide if it should be 
made permanent. 

Police went to the house at 15 
Boxford Court, Haverhill, last 
Wednesday to enforce a temporary 
closure order and tenant Theresa 
Cassar appeared before Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates last Friday. 

She asked them to adjourn 
consideration of the closure order 
so that she could seek legal advice. 

Miss Cassar said she had not 
been allowed back into the property 
to see papers relating to the order 
until last Thursday and would now 
meet her solicitor. 

On Tuesday, Karly McGuire, for 
Suffolk police, agreed to a further 
week’s adjournment and mag¬ 
istrates agreed to extend the closure 
order until a full, contested hearing 
could take place. 

Haverhill police have recently 
appealed to the public for help in 
tackling drug dealing in the town,

and asked for more details on a 
number of anonymous tip-off 
letters. It is not known if these relate 
specifically to the premises where 
the closure order was imposed. 

Crack house closure orders are 
part of the Anti-Social Behaviour 
Act and do not rely on drugs being 
found in a house, only evidence 
that drug taking has been going on 
there. The closure order means the 
house is sealed off and no-one is 


allowed inside it. 

Last year three crack house 
closure orders were made in 
Haverhill and a gang supplying 
drugs across East Anglia were jailed. 

Inspector Andrew Mason, sector 
commander for Haverhill at the 
time, said he felt this was not an 
indication of a serious drug 
problem in the town, more of 
success in tackling the problem.

Police pledge 
after Increase 
in drink driving 


POLICE have pledged 
to get tough on drink 
drivers after latest 
statistics showed a 
slight increase in 
offences. 

The results of Suffolk 
Police’s summer Drink and 
Drug Drive enforcement 
campaign, a month-long 
initiative in fune, show an 
increase of 0.2 per cent, 
when compared to the 
figures from the same time 
in 2009. 

The campaign, which 
began on fune 1, saw 
officers across Suffolk 
conduct 711 breath tests. 
Of those tests 61 were 
positive (8.6 per cent). 

This compares to the 
results from fune 2009 
where officers conducted 
919 breath tests - 77 (8.4 
per cent) of which were 
positive. 

Of the 711 tests that 
were recorded, 199 were 
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conducted on those aged 
25 years and under - 24 
were positive, the equiv¬ 
alent of 12 per cent. A total 
of 512 were conducted on 
those over 25 - 37 were 
positive (7.2 per cent). 

Furthermore, 266 tests 
were routine breath tests 
conducted on each party 
involved in road traffic 
collisions, with 17 drivers 
over the limit (6.4 per 
cent). 

Chief Inspector Adrian 
Dawson said: “It may only 
be a small increase in 
relation to last year but it 
is an increase nonetheless 
and it is always disapp¬ 
ointing to see. Nearly nine 
per cent of people we have 
stopped have failed to act 
with consideration or 
acknowledge the greatly 
increased risks they face 
by drink driving. 


“Those offending need 
to realise that they not just 
putting themselves at risk 
but other innocent road 
users as well. This is a very 
serious issue and can have 
severe consequences. 

“Anybody convicted of 
drink driving will have a 
criminal record and could 
receive a prison sentence 
of up to 10 years. 

“They could be banned 
from driving, fined heavily 
and even lose their jobs, 
not to mention the 
possible loss of life. 

“We want everyone to 
know that Suffolk Police 
will not tolerate drink or 
drug driving and we will 
continue to carry out 
checks throughout the 
year.” 

Anyone who suspects 
someone of drink driving 
is asked to report them 
immediately to the police

‘Friday Market 
needs to move’ 


A STRUGGLING Friday 
market will not be 
privatised but needs to 
be moved to keep it 
viable. 

These were the results of 
a review carried out by the 
National Association of 
British Market Authorities 
on the market in Haverhill. 

The town’s Saturday 
market has flourished since 
it was moved from the 
Market Square into the High 
Street, but stalls have 
dwindled on the Friday 
market, with traders calling 
for it to be moved. 

Suffolk County Council 
has applied for variations to 
traffic orders banning traffic 
from the top of the High 
Street, so that the market 
can be moved, and is trying 
to overcome objections 
raised so that the change can 
go ahead. 

In a report to St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, market specialists 
from the NABMA high¬ 
lighted loyal customers, 
affordable rents, good 
variety and efficient 
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management among the 
strengths of the Haverhill 
market. 

The review also high¬ 
lighted areas where 
improvements could be 
made, but said that the 
council was capable of 
making any necessary 
changes, so seeking an 
external partner, or 
privatising the market, was 
not necessary. 

It confirmed that the 
Friday market needed to be 
relocated to High Street and 
suggested the Saturday stall 
layout needed to be reviewed 
to make it easier to access. 

Closer working relation¬ 
ships with Haverhill Town 
Council would also help to 
integrate the market with its 
specialist markets. 

Various other recom¬ 
mendations covered both 
Friday and Saturday 
markets, such as better 
publicity and communi¬ 
cations, a customer charter, 


support for new businesses 
starting up on the markets, 
and a review of waste 
management to reduce costs 
and increase recycling. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White, 
cabinet member responsible 
for the borough’s markets, 
said: “This was an excellent 
review which gives us a good 
foundation on which to work 
in partnership with the 
traders, to make sure the 
market is fit for the future. 

“The Saturday market 
benefits traders throughout 
the town centre by pulling in 
customers, and the review 
confirms the need to move 
the Friday market. 

“We need to ensure our 
markets thrive not just now 
but for many years to come 
so our children and 
generations beyond them 
can continue to enjoy its 
attractions and benefits. 

“I am looking forward to 
working with traders to 
secure Haverhill market’s 
future.”

New shelters 
wait on final 
cost sign off 


A PENSIONER is continuing her 
campaign to replace unpopular 
bus shelters. 

Jean Telford says she will enlist the 
help of new MP Matthew Hancock to 
ensure Suffolk County Council sticks to 
its promise to revamp the newly-ren¬ 
ovated Haverhill bus station. 

Bus users slated last year’s £300,000 
redesign, complaining the new shelters 
were too small to accommodate wheel¬ 
chairs and pushchairs. They were also 
too close to the kerb to allow passengers 
to get on and off easily. 

Mrs Telford, of Parsonage Gardens, 
Haverhill, who uses a mobility scooter, 
was one of more than 2,200 people who 
signed a petition calling for the cont¬ 
roversial shelters to be replaced. 

In February, the county council agreed 
to install bigger shelters and move them 
further away from the kerb. Haverhill 
Town Council members were told that 
the new sheltered had been ordered in 
March and would be installed a month 
later. 

In a letter to Mr Hancock, Mrs Telford

said: “I have complained and camp¬ 
aigned about the new bus station and 
was told on February 26 that it would be 
changed, but since then nothing has 
happened. 

“It was very badly designed and totally 
in adequate for our needs and the 
purpose it was built for, and for over 
£300,000 it was a sheer waste of public 
money. 

“Why can’t the councils involve the 
public in their designs, that way perhaps 
they would not waste so much money.” 

A spokesman for the county council 
said preparation work had been done for 
the latest £60,000 re-design, but it could 
not go ahead until funding was 
approved. 

He said the funding would be prior¬ 
itised, along with other schemes, with all 
council spending currently being 
reviewed in the light of current financial 
cuts.

was acceptable and parents were in 
favour. Mr Lay said: “One of our 
main reasons for wanting to 
become an academy is that we 
have been subjected to constant re¬ 
organisation over the past two to 
three years and we want it to stop. 
We need to have some stability and 
certainty in the future, so that we 
can plan how best to take the 
school forward. 

“Another reason is that we want 
to set up a trust that will enable us 
to develop the Samuel Ward brand 
in other schools across Suffolk, 
Norfolk and Essex. I have spent two 
terms at an academy in Norwich 
and a term in Lowestoft. We have 
developed a nucleus of advanced 


teachers and we want them to be 
able to support schools that need 
help. 

“Although we are a social enter¬ 
prise, not a business, I would like to 
see people hold shares in the 
school, not just like John Lewis, but 
something similar. The reason we 
have been so successful is because 
the staff are so good and want to 
involve them more. 

“If a free school opens in Clare it 
will be an academy and if another 
one opens in Stoke by Nayland 
there will be six schools competing 
for the same number of pupils that 
go to four schools at present. The 
government policy is to have 
surplus places so that parents have 
greater choice and that will grad¬ 
ually dictate which schools win out 
and which don’t.”

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‘The day I heard my little

P ULLING her 
little daughter 
onto her lap for 
a cuddle, Suzanne 
Hurst can’t help 
smiling. 

She and Esme, 2, have 
just finished baking a 
chocolate cake together; 
it’s clear Suzanne loves 
being a mum. 

“I am the happiest I’ve 
ever been,” admits the 
mother-of-three, stroking 
her daughter’s bright 
blonde hair. “For the first 
time in a long time, I feel 
positive about the future. I 
feel like I’ve got my 
passion back; I’ve got 
myself back, in 
fact...” 

Sitting on a nearby 
bookshelf, in a jewelled 
frame, is a photograph of 
two smiley young women, 
arms wrapped tightly 
round each other. The 
picture, of Suzanne and 
her much-loved younger 
sister, Helen, tells a story: 
it’s the story of Suzanne’s 
tragic past - and her hard- 
won battle back to 
happiness. 

The girls had a troubled 
childhood: at 12, Suzanne 
succumbed to severe 
depression; by the age of 
20, Helen’s body was 
already heavily scarred 
from self-harm.

happier future. But then, 
on a night out with friends, 
Helen was attacked on the 
streets of Sheffield: aged 
just 23, she was stabbed to 
death by a total stranger. 
Her killer, 20-year-old 
Louise Giles, hit headlines 
for smuggling love notes to 
Soham murderer Ian 
Huntley in prison; jailed 
for life, she later 
committed suicide, 
hanging herself in HMP 
Durham. 

“I lookback on it all 
now, six years on, and 
think ‘How on earth did I 
get through that?’,” admits 
Suzanne. “Despite her 
problems, Helen was a 
free-spirit, the life and soul 
of the party. 

“She was the friendliest 
person you could wish to 
meet, she’d speak to 
anybody; it didn’t matter 
whether you were the 
Prime Minister or a 
cleaner, she’d treat 
everyone the same. 

“A few months ago, I was 
feeling very low. It took me 
a while to realise it, but 
what I was feeling was 
grief: I was grieving for the 
little sister I’d lost.” 

Suzanne says Helen’s 
troubles, and her own, 


date right back to early 
childhood. “Looking back, 

I can see that I became 
totally and utterly 
depressed,” she explains. 

“I couldn’t stop crying, I 
was convinced all my 
friends had fallen out with 
me, I didn’t eat, I didn’t 
want to get out of bed. I 
was 12 ... 

“My saviour was a 
school teacher who got me 
an interview for an art and 
design course at college. I 
don’t know how I would 
have ended up otherwise.” 
A talented artist, Suzanne, 
who grew up in South 
Yorkshire, went on to do a 
degree at Huddersfield 
uni. 

It was while at university 
that Suzanne met James, 
now her husband. She 
went on to work as a textile 
designer - her dream job. 
Everything seemed to be 
falling into place. When 
Suzanne was heavily 
pregnant with their eldest 
son, Harry, now 9, James’ 
career brought the couple 
south to Cambridge. 

Harry’s birth was both 
long and traumatic. When 
he finally arrived, after two 
days of labour, he was 
diagnosed with a 


dangerous infection and 
instantly whisked away for 
treatment. 

“I didn’t get to see him; 
consequently I didn’t bond 
with him at all. I didn’t feel 
like he was mine,” 
recounts Suzanne. “When 
I think back to that time it 
makes me feel really, really 
sad. 

“I developed very bad 
post-natal depression. The 
overwhelming sensation 
was of complete 
loneliness: I could have 
been in a room full of J00 
people who loved me and 
still felt the loneliest 
person in the world.” 

Seeking treatment, 
Suzanne says it took her 
the best part of two years 
to recover. In the midst of 
her illness, around Harry’s 
first birthday, she went 
home to Sheffield to see 
her family. While she was 
there, Suzanne heard 
Helen crying in her room, 
went to comfort her - and 
caught her self-harming. 

Helen’s arms and torso 
were livid with scars, 
which showed she’d been 
cutting herself for some 
time, so Suzanne took her 
sister, who she believes 
was bipolar, to the doctor.

“They wouldn’t give her 
anti-depressants because 
she’d had them many 
times before and failed to 
take them regularly And 
they didn’t want to refer 
her to a psychologist 
because, being so young, 
they didn’t want her to 
have a history of mental 
illness on her records; 
they said it might affect 
her in the future.” 

Suzanne says Helen 
kept her distress well 
hidden from the rest of 
the world. “She’d got 
herself into masses of 
debt, about £15,000, 
which is a lot for someone 
who lived at home, had a 
job and had no 
overheads,” she 
continues. “Helen just 
couldn’t keep control of 
her life. But she was 
hugely sociable, loved her 
friends, loved her football. 
She worked at a football 
centre, actually; she was 
out with some of her 
colleagues the night she 
died.” 

After recovering from 
post-natal depression, 
Suzanne admits it was a 
big decision to try for 
another baby. But, keen to 
give Harry a little brother 
or sister, she and James 
went ahead. “When Helen 
died I was 36 weeks 
pregnant with Archie; she 
was buried on a Friday 
and he was born the 
Sunday after,” adds 
Suzanne. “In a way, having 
him really helped me 
cope: when you have a 
new baby, it’s all- 
consuming. But that also 
meant I didn’t really 
grieve.” 

Suzanne has pieced 
together the events of 
Helen’s last night. Out on 
the town with 
friends, she was 
apparently caught 
up in an argument 
in a nightclub. 

Asked to leave by 
staff, a whole group 
of girls piled out 
onto the pavement. 

By sheer chance, 

Louise Giles was 
walking by; armed 
with a knife, hidden 
in her handbag, she 
randomly turned on 
Helen. 

“Louise Giles had 
threatened to stab her 
boyfriend earlier that 
evening,” recounts 


Suzanne. “Helen was 
basically in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. 
Louise got her on the 
ground and stabbed her 
seven times; Helen was 
pleading for her life -1 
only learned that at the 
trial. She was calling out 
‘Somebody help me’. 

“I think that was the 
hardest part of the trial, 
hearing that she’d begged 
for her life. That and 
seeing the knife in a little 
plastic box.” 

On that night, in the 
July of 2004, Suzanne’s 
parents happened to be 
visiting her in Cambridge. 
“I took the call at Jam to 
say she’d been stabbed, 
then the call to say she’d 
died,” recounts Suzanne, 
“so I had to tell my 
parents. My dad went 
white and started 
screaming; my mum was 
quite quiet, went outside 
for a cigarette... 

“I was the one who 
identified Helen. And then 
I went to see her in the 
chapel of rest, to say 
goodbye. That’s when I 
realised she really had 
gone, that what I was 
looking at was just her 
body, and Helen was 
somewhere else.” 

Suzanne says she chose 
to talk about her 
experiences for several 
reasons. “Because I live in 
Cambridge, where 
nobody knew Helen, she’s 
never spoken about; not 
talking about her and the 
way she died makes it feel 
like a nasty secret, to be 
honest, which is a horrible 
thing,” she explains. “So I 
wanted to talk about her. 
And I also wanted to raise 
the issue of knife crime: 
when you 


rwi 



take a knife out with you, 
you take away your 
choices; if you get into a 
fight you’re not just going 
to hit someone, you’re 
going to reach for your 
weapon and cause them 
serious harm.” 

Suzanne says she 
developed mixed feelings 
about her sister’s killer. 
Louise Giles pleaded 
diminished responsibility; 
she had a history of 
mental illness and 
claimed to be suffering a 
schizophrenic attack 
when she stabbed Helen - 
an argument dismissed by 
the court. 

But evidence also 
showed that Louise had 
pleaded to be admitted to 
hospital prior to the 
murder; in fact, she’d held 
a pair of social workers at 
knife-point because they 
refused to hospitalise her. 
“The way I see it, the 
system failed her,” adds 
Suzanne. 

Bonding instantly with 
both Archie, 5, and little 
Esme, Suzanne says post¬ 
natal depression is a 
distant memory. But, after 
Esme’s birth, she says her 
mood again started to 
spiral; after receiving 
‘amazing’ counselling- 
she realised she was 
suffering from belated 
grief. 

Prescribed Cognitive 
Behavioural Therapy, 
Suzanne has used a 
programme of practical 
techniques to tackle her 
dark moods. She says 
society still treats mental 
illness as a taboo - an 
attitude she is keen to see 
change. “The worst thing 
you can do if you’re feeling 
depressed is to keep it to 
yourself,” she adds. “There 
is a lot of support out 
there - you just have to 
find it.” 

Now looking to the 
future (she’s back at work 
and feeling creative again, 
making her own line of 
textiles for sale, from 
knitted berets to 
crocheted corsages), 
Suzanne says she’s 
feeling positive. 

“I am proof that, no 
matter what life throws 
at you, you can get 
through it,” she adds. 
“You have to be brave 
and I’m not saying it’s 
easy - but you can get 
there.”

Trio of prolific 
burglars jailed 


THREE men have been jailed 
for a series of burglaries in 
Suffolk and Norfolk. 

The 31 burglaries included one at 
Wickhambrook in January this year 
and one at Kedington in February, two 
in Lidgate and one in Gazeley, near 
Newmarket. 

They admitted conspiracy to 
commit burglaries. 

All three are from Norwich and 
appeared at Norwich Crown Court 
when they were sentenced. 

John Storey, 29, admitted 25 
burglaries and asked for seven to be 


taken into consideration. He was jailed 
for three and a half years. 

Matthew Curtis, 25, admitted 15 
offences and was jailed for three years. 
Richard Woods, 51, admitted 21 
offences and was also given a three- 
year sentence. 

The offences happened between 
June 2009 and February this year. 

Detectives from the Norfolk and 
Suffolk forces carried out a joint invest¬ 
igation into the crimes after two of the 
men were caught in West Suffolk. 

Det Con Jim Starling, from Norwich 
CID, said: “The three men were prolific 


burglars in Norfolk and Suffolk, 
causing much distress and 
inconvenience to the people they 
targeted. 

“We have been working hard over 
the past year to catch those 
responsible and bring them to justice. 

“This has been a significant 
investigation as the three men carried 
out a great number of crimes. 

“This outcome proves that we are 
determined to target persistent 
criminals and hope this will act as a 
deterrent to others and will also 
provide some comfort to the victims.”

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Sex offenders 
trial extended 

A SCHEME trialled in 
Cambridgeshire to give 
parents a right to 
information about child 
sex offenders is being 
extended to Suffolk. 
Cambridgeshire was 
one of four counties 
which took part in a 
pilot scheme for 
disclosing information 
about child sex 
offenders under the title 
Keeping Children Safe. 
The trial scheme started 
in September 2008, 
now it is being extended 
to 20 more counties, 
including Suffolk, from 
Monday this week.

Residents object 
to 60 m test mast 


PLANS for a 60-metre high 
mast in the middle of the 
Suffolk countryside, to see if 
it would be a suitable site for 
a wind farm, are recommen¬ 
ded for approval, despite 
strong objections. 

BT has applied to St Edmunds¬ 
bury Borough Council for consent 
to put up the meterological mast 
for a temporary period of three 
years at Leys Farm, between Stoke 
by Clare and Clare. 

Plans for a wind farm there have 
already provoked strong opposi¬ 
tion, with MPs Matthew Hancock 
and Tim Yeo both opposing it. 

At its meeting due to be held 
today, the council’s development 
control committee is recommen¬ 
ded to approve the mast, with a 
condition that it is dismantled and 
the land returned to agriculture at 
the end of the three-year period. 

The application for the mast is to 
monitor die speed and direction of 
the wind in the area, to determine

its suitability for potential wind 
farm development. 

Clare Parish Council objected to 
the mast on the basis that insuf¬ 
ficient detail was provided about 
how it would be dismantled after 
three years. 

A number of neighbours 
objected, fearing that approval of 
the mast would lead to approval for 
the wind farm. They also pointed 
out that turbines would be only 500 
yards from homes, when most 
manufacturers recommended a 
distance of 500 to 1,500 metres. 

They cited poor access to the site, 
feared it could set a precedent for 
other sites, would create noise 
disturbance and could half 
property values. They felt the mast 
application should be deferred 
until more detail of the wind farm 
plan was provided and said the cost 
saving of generating electricity 
would not outweigh the impact on 


the environment. They felt the 
height of the mast was unaccept¬ 
able in an area where the only tall 
structures were churches and the 
castle. 

One objector said: “The siting of 
a wind farm on the outskirts of an 
historic town in rare English 
countryside is inappropriate and 
should be sited where less 
environmental damage will be 
caused and the farm can be more 
efficiently run.” 

The report to the committee 
stressed that approval for the mast 
was no guarantee of approval for a 
wind farm application and that the 
mast application should be decided 
on its own merits. 

The land was not designated as 
being a special landscaped area or 
part of the Stour Valley Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty It was 
felt the slender mast would have 
minimal visual impact and be less 
intrusive than telegraph poles or 
pylons. Very few concerns had been 
raised about the mast rather than 
the wind farm.

THEA-TEAM (12A, 118 mins)

IT has been more than 25 years 
since George Peppard chewed on a 
cigar and uttered the immortal line, 
“I love it when a plan comes 
together!” 

Joe Carnahan’s big screen 
revamp of The A-Team doesn’t 
quite come together, lacking the 
low-rent charm of the original. 

Indeed, nothing is impossible in 
this all-guns-blazing adventure for 
Colonel John ’Hannibal’ Smith 
(Neeson), Lieutenant Templeton 
’Face’ Peck (Cooper), Captain 
’Howlin’ Mad’ Murdoch (Copley) 
and Sergeant Bosco ‘B.A.’ Baracus 
(Jackson). 

Framed for the murder of their 
good friend, General Morrison 
(McRaney), the enterprising 
soldiers break out of military prison 
and hijack a plane, which is 
subsequently shot down by military 
gunships. 

The quick-thinking quartet leaps 
into a tank - handily parked in the 
hold-just before the plane 


explodes. They then parachute to 
terra firma at breakneck speed, 
shooting down the gunships by 
using the tank’s weapons systems. 

Jessica Biel’s plucky heroine, 
newly demoted army Lt Charissa 
Sosa, isn’t kidding when she 
observes, “They are the best... 
and they specialise in the 
ridiculous.” 

She gives chase along with 
tenacious CIA agent Lynch 
(Wilson) and his underlings. 

The A-Team is preposterous, 
asking us to believe that each 
member of the squad possesses 
split-second timing to rescue their 
buddies from almost certain death. 

Villains help the cause by 
delaying executions until the last 
second, as if they are expecting 


their plans to be thwarted. 

And sure enough, they are. The 
film reaches a crescendo with an 
overblown final showdown at the 
docks aboard a ship laden with 
cargo containers. 

Neeson is miscast in a role that 
demands far more charisma as the 
master tactician who vows, “I’d 
rather face a firing squad than 
betray you guys.” 

Thankfully, Cooper is a perfect fit 
for an incorrigible ladies man, 
merrily flaunting his washboard 
abs to pique the interest of wives 
and girlfriends in the audience. 

Copley is often unintelligible as 
“a functioning lunatic”, who paints 
his face blue and pretends to be 
Braveheart, riding a hobbyhorse 
into battle against the English.

Prune wisteria before it 
runs riot over your home 


T HERE are few 
sights more 
breathtaking than 
a mature wisteria in full 
bloom in late spring and 
early summer, its 
gorgeous trails of 
flowers in shades of 
blue, mauve, pink or 
white adorning house 
walls or cascading over 
pergolas and arches. 

Yet so many gardeners 
struggle to get this gorgeous 
climber to flower year after 
year. 

So often its refusal to bloom 
again is down to inadequate 
pruning. There’s still just time 
to give it a prune this year to 
stop it running riot and give 
yourself a better chance that it 
will come back stronger than 
ever in years to come. 

You have to be patient 
when planting a wisteria, as it 
may not flower for three or 
four years after planting, 
provided it is planted in soil 
enriched with large amounts 
of organic matter, is watered

religiously while establishing 
and is placed in a sunny, 
sheltered position - a wisteria 
left in the shade will not 
flower. 

If you leave wisteria plants 
to their own devices they can 
run riot, growing into huge 
plants which don’t produce a 
single flower and only 
succeed in ripping your 
drainpipes down and 
blocking the light from your 
house. 

Pruning should be done in 
two stages - in summer, after 
flowering ends, and again in 
winter. If you have trained a 
line of main stems out along 
horizontal wires, by the third 
year there should be a 


framework of branches. 

Stop the plant running 
amok by cutting the long 
tendrils and side shoots to 
20cm (8in), or to six buds 
from the main branches. This 
will encourage it to build up 
plenty of short spurs, so 
creating fewer leaves and 
more flowers. At the same 
time, cut the main stems back 
to restrict the amount of 
space they take up. 

In winter new growth will 
have sprung up which will 
need keeping in check. 

Cut back the same laterals 
and side shoots to within two 
or three buds of the main 
branches. Always cut 2.5cm 
(lin) above a bud. 

Old neglected plants may 
be pruned hard and will grow, 
with new shoots appearing 
from the base of the plant, but 
it’s likely to be a few years 
before they’ll flower again. 

If you haven’t too much 
space, wisteria plants can be 
grown as standards, 
effectively into small 
flowering trees, with spirally 
stems and masses of flowers. 


Choose your wisteria 
carefully. The popular variety, 
W. sinensi, is a rampant 
grower with flowers 23 cm 
(9in) long, but which can get 
out of hand (it can grow to 
18m (60ft) tall) and is not a 
good choice for a house wall 
as it frequently gets into 
gutters and under roofs. 

Go for a less invasive W. 
floribunda, Japanese wisteria, 
which grows to around 4m 
(13ft). The variety ’Alba’ has 
white flowers with a lilac tint, 
or ’Multijuga’ produces 
fragrant, lilac flowers on 
slender racemes. 

Pruning a big wisteria may 
seem like a thankless task at 
first, but once you’ve dusted 
off the step ladder and got out 
your secateurs, it may not 
take as long as you think. And 
the wealth of flowers you’ll 
enjoy next year will be well 
worth the effort.

colour. Dahlias come in all 
shapes, sizes and colours - 
you can get dinner plate-sized 
flowers which can look great 
cut and placed singly and flat 
into a shallow bowl of water, 
or much smaller pom-poms, 
and everything in-between. 

They grow from tubers and 
aren’t totally hardy, so most 
gardeners lift and store them 


for the winter. 

You’ll also need to protect 
young plants from slugs and 
snails, which will polish them 
off quickly if they’re allowed. 

Dahlias need rich, moist 
soil and a sunny spot to 
flower, preferably where they 
don’t have to compete with 
other bedding plants for root 
space.

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Buying diesel could be a false 
economy, say used car experts 


THE petrol/diesel 
debate rumbles on this 
week with the 
announcement by 
Used Car Expert 
magazine that buying 
a used diesel to save 
money on running 
costs is often a false 
economy. 

“With nearly three 
times as many drivers 
buying a used car, rather 
than a new car, it is clear 
that initial outlay is the 
key consideration, with 


running costs the other 
major factor,” claims 
editor Matt Tumbridge. 
“Which is why it might 
surprise you to learn that I 
am forever telling people 
to consider petrol engines 
over diesel.” 

Yes, says Tumbridge, a 
diesel will give more mpg 
over a petrol model. “But 
the diesel model will often 
be hugely more expensive 
to buy. Plus, while they are 
no more likely to break 
down than petrols, diesel 
usually have higher

mileages. 

“So, think about it, they 
are more likely to break 
down because of the 
distance they’ve covered, 
and there’s a good chance 
a garage will then whack 
you with a bigger repair 
bill.”

Tumbridge says that a 
Peugeot 207 diesel more 
than three years old will, 
at some point, need its 
emissions filter replacing. 
“And this will add £400 to 
the service bill - so you 
need to factor that into 
the purchase price,” he 
adds.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

THERE has already been plenty of drama 
in the 2010 Formula One season, but 
Gary Paffett is happy to be out of the 
spotlight, playing a supporting role to 
title hopefuls Lewis Hamilton and 
Jenson Button. 

As test driver for McLaren, Paffett plays a 
big role in developing the car and 
perfecting the set-ups that best suit the 
driving styles of Hamilton and Button. 

FIA testing restrictions mean much of the 
work is done behind the scenes in the 
simulator, but the Haverhill-based 
driver’s expertise and feedback means 
he also attends every Grand Prix of the 
season, a role he balances with his 
commitments with Mercedes in the 
German Touring Car Masters (DTM). 

“My relationship with both teams goes 
back a long way,” he said. 

“I started testing for McLaren in 
December 2000 and started racing for 
Mercedes in DTM in 2003. 

“They’ve been flexible with regard to 
what I have to do, and the championships 
also fit very well. The DTM is designed 
around the FI season and Le Mans so 
there are no clashes. 

“It’s ideal for me. It means I’m away 90 
per cent of the time, but it’s my 
dream job.” 

Paffett’s role as test driver means he has 
a relatively low profile, but he enjoyed a 
rare moment in the FI spotlight after the 
British Grand Prix, where he helped 
McLaren rescue a desperate situation to 
finish with second and fourth places. 

The team had planned to introduce a

blown diffuser at Silverstone but both 
drivers were well off the pace during the 
Friday practice session, so the upgrade 
was aborted. 

The sudden and unexpected turnaround 
meant McLaren had their work cut out to 
avoid a poor result. 

Paffett flew back to the team’s base in 
Woking by helicopter and spent hours in 
the simulator, fine-tuning the set-ups of 
both cars before Saturday’s qualifying 
sessions. 

It was intense work but it paid off and, 
unusually, his efforts on this occasion 
were well-documented. 

“We had to re-do all the race 
preparation,” said Paffett. “It was pretty 
intense and the pressure was on because 
it had to be done quickly. It worked pretty 
well, and second and fourth was a 


fantastic result for us. It was great for me 
as well. The stuff I did for Silverstone 
was a lot more public. It was a lot more 
obvious what I had done and everyone 
could see the result, so it was a really 
good feeling.” 

Paffett may be 29, but he remains 
hopeful of securing a competitive drive in 
FI and, despite his success in DTM - a 
championship he won in 2005 - that 
remains his ultimate goal. 

“It’s still a dream of mine to race in FI,” 
he said. “Racing in DTM is fantastic, but 
my management team and I are still 
pushing for FI. 

“A drive at McLaren would be perfect, but 
they have two very good drivers at the 
moment. If a drive became available at 
another team I would have to have a 
serious look at it.” 

For the time being though, Paffett’s 
thoughts are firmly fixed on this season. 
McLaren failed to match the pace of the 
Red Bulls and Ferraris in both Germany 
and Hungary, but Paffett believes 
McLaren will catch them in the closing 
stages of the season. 

“We got a good result for the team (in 
Germany) and we’re still looking good in 
both drivers’ and constructors’ champ¬ 
ionships. I’m quite confident the next few 
races will be good for us,” he said. 

And, on Sunday, Paffett resumes his 
DTM challenge at the Nurburgring. 
“There’s only a 13-point gap (to leader 
Bruno Spengler),” he said. “We’ve had 
just four races so far and there are seven 
left, so there’s everything to play for.”
